Christmas in Russia. The idea was just a dream when it first ap- 
peared late last spring. But on Dec. 19, the dream became a 
reality when 68 McLean students and teachers left the U. S. for 
a long trip that was to take them to Moscow, Kiev and 
Leningrad. 

The trip was part of the new civilization course introduced 
this year on the senior level and was a real-life educational 
experience in international understanding. How could one 
capture in a classroom the spectacle of the Kremlin, the beauty 
of the Bolshoi Ballet? How could one acquire in a classroom an 
understanding of the mind of the Russian people from not hav- 
ing had the opportunity of a face to face conversation with 
them? This plus much, much more was gained as we toured, 
traveled, ate Soviet food, and experienced the bitter cold of a 
Russian winter. Our return home made us all feel and 
appreciate our country a little more, as well as gaining a 
deeper insight into the culture, life, and warmth of the people 
of the Soviet Union.
